‘Aldermen Warn Common- 


wealth Edison Company of 
Reducing Ordinance. 


CUT OF $750,000 A YEAR 


The most peaceful declaration of war by 
the city of Chicago on a public service cor- 
poration ever heard in the city hall was ut- 
tered yesterday in one of the Aldermanic 
committee rooms. 

“We will not reduce our rates at the order 
of the city council,” was substantially the 
statement of the Commonwealth Edison 
company. 

Nevertheless, we will pass an ordinance 
reducing your rates $700,000 or $750.000 a 
year,” was the reply of the committee on 
gas, oil, and electric light. 

The language and the procedure employed 
were slightly more diplomatic and complli- 
cated; but representatives of both sides saw 
a bitter court battle just at the horison line. 
It was said the fight, in addition to covering 
the validity of the statute under which the 
council claims its rate making power, would 
cover the effect that power of the public 
utilities act that goes into effect next Janu- 
ary. : 

Beale Thinks Law Void. 

The company’s position was made known 
by William G. Beale, ite general counsel, who 
th brief announced his opinion that the act of 
May 18, 1905, under the authority of which the 
„7 cent gas ordinance and similar meas 
ures have been passed, is void, according to 
the decision of the state Supreme court in the 
state university appropriation case—that is, 
that the legal requirements regarding the 
publication of the act were not complied with. 

The answer of the committee was largely 
the work of Ald. Charlies B. Merriam, sup- 
ported heartily by a number of associates and 
receiving the agreement of the remainder. 
His argument was that in the face of the 
company’s position there was no procedure 
open to the city except that cf passing a 
mandatory ordinance reducing electric light 
rates by the amount recommen#ed by the 
city’s investigatore and ret tue questions in- 
volved be thrashed out in the courts. He also 
indicated a belief that the sooner a test of 
the public utilities act is begun the better

Regard- 
ing Health Commissioner Young Mr. Mc- 
wen said: “If, as the newspapers report, 
the commissioner said I was an attorney for 
the Chicago Reduction cOmpany, he is a 
Billy peddler of a silly lie.“ 0 

The Twenty-seventh ward delegation plans 
to attend the council meeting tonight in a 
body.

Fifth Ward People Roused. 
The Fifth warders expressed their senti-

The Altman foundation was incorporated 
by the legislature early, this year. Mr. Alt- 
man describes its purpose in his will as be- 
ing the acquisition of stock in the firm and 
other property, real or personal, and to ap- 
ply the income thereof for the benefit either 
of B. Altman & Co. or of its employés, or 
some of them; to distribute such shares, 
from time to time, among those employés 
whose services may be deemed to entitle 
them to such recognition; to further the 
adoption by the firm of a system of profit 
sharing by its employees,“ or to make use 
of a part of the income for “ the benefit of 
such charitable and educational institutions 
in the city of New York as the directors 
shall approve.” | 

Wants Spirit of Will Carried Out. 

Mr. Altman enjoins upon his executors to 
,bee to it that the directors of the foundation 
shall be of “ * such position, standing, char- 
acter, end i as and un- 
selfishly to-earry out my intentions.” 

The chief legatee is Michael J. Friedeam, | 
vice president of the Altman company, who 
gets the residuary estate and under the will 
is to succeed Mr. Altman as president of the 
corporation. 
There are about 500 employés who have 
been with the company for fifteen yeara. 

Mr. Altman’s bequests to his relatives 
amount to only $800,000, leag than 5 per cent 
of his estate, and he provides that if any 
heir at law contests the will the share of such 
person ig to fall into the residuary estate. 


Leaves Art to Public, 

Mr. Altman gives his entire art collection, 
valued at between $5,000,000 and $15,000,000, . 
to the Metropolitan Museum of Art, subject 
to compliance with certain conditions named 
in the will. 

Speaking of the art collection, Director Bad- 

ward Robinson of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art said: 

“from the point of view of money value, 
high quality, orgreat educational importance 
this is by far the most splendid gift not only 
that the museum ever hae received, but, in 
my opinion, the finest gift ever made by a 
citizen to the people of New Tork.“ 

Mr, Altman left $100,000 to the Natiorial 
Academy of Deman for the Senefit, endour- 
agement, and advancement of art in the 
United States, the same to be kept as a sepa- 
rate fund, the income thereof to be used as 
follows: 

For the best figure or genre painting dy an 
American born artist, a first annual prize of 
$1,000 and a second annual prise of 8600.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 14.--[Special.]— 
Peace in Mexico has been put off further by 
important developments reported to and 
which have taken place in Washington today. 

President Huerta has suspended conatity- 
tional guarantees and has proclaimed him- 
self dictator of the republic. 

Through Secretary Bryan President Wil- 
gon notified Gen. Huerta that the United 
States does not believe a fair and free elee- 
tion can be held under the new conditions 
created and that he therefore would refuse 
to recognize any government established by 
the elections called for Oct. 26. 


Americans Must Be Protected. 
Accompanying this notification was a reit- 
eration of the purpose of the United States 
to require protection for Americans end 
their interests and to hold to a strict ac- 
countability any persons responsible for in- 


juries to them. 
Finally, the Unit.d States w ll watch with 
the most intense concern the treatment of the 


members of the Mexican congress who have 


been imprisoned and should they suffer the 
fate of President Madero and Vice President 
| Suares this ‘government wou 4 feel impelled 
to take such steps &# it might deem expe- 
dient. 

Foreign governments have been advised 
of the attitude of the United States and it is 
expected they will refuse likewise to recog~ 
nize any administration set up by the forth - 
coming elections, 

Answer to Be Defiant. 

To the representatives of the United Staten, 
Huerta is expected to make a vigorous re- 
sponse, Already he has pronounced “ intem- 


perate the demand of this government yes- 


terday, that the imprisoned deputies 
harmed. His anger probably will be 
sified by the announcement of 1 Wil- 
son that he will not recognize the ‘of the 
election of Oct. 26. 

According to information of an unofficial, 
but reliable character received here tonight, 
the Huerta cabinet is preparing a defiant note 
to the United States. This communication 
will include a demand that American battle- 
ships be withdrawn from Mexican waters 
by Oct 27, the date when the six months’ per- 
mission for their presence will expire; other- 
wise drastic measures to force their depart- 
ure will be threatened. : 

The ad@ministration has prepared for the 
expiration of the six monthe’ permission 
granted by congress, and is intending to take 
from Huerta all technical ground for com- 
plaint by changing the ships in Mexican 
waters on Oct. 27, or a day or two thereafter. 
The battleships of the third division Will 
arrive in Mexican waters on that date, and 
replace the vessels of the fourth division. 
Thus the letter of the Mexican law will be 
observed. 


Diplomatic Rupture Near, 

What alarms the administration is the 
tension that has developed between the two 
governments. No one would be surprised 
should a diplomatic rupture také place. This 
‘would mean the withdrawal of Special Com- 
missioner Lind, and Mr. O’Shaughnesey, the 
American chargé d'affaires, and the transfer 
of our interests to the representatives of a 
European power for protection. 

When President Wilson delivered his Mex- 
ican message to congress on ‘Aug. Zr he de- 
scribed a condition of affairs which t was 
believed could not grow worse. 

The situation today, however, is far blacker 
than it was at the time the president ex- 
pressed the hope that the steady pressure 
of moral force before many days would break 
down the barriers of pride and prejudice and 
énable our triumph as Mexico's friends 
sooner than our triumph as her enemies. 


None of Demands 
The original instructions given to Mr. Lind, 
which were the basis of his first representa- 
tions to Huerta, demanded an immediate 
cessation of fighting, security for early and 
free elections, the consent of Huerta to bind

Not one of these demands hag been com- 
plied with. Nor is there any prospect of their 
early realization.

That there was no chance of fair and free 
elections is demonstrated by the decision of 
the administration here not to recognize the 
result of the elections on Oct. 26, 

This pute out of the question an agreement 
of all parties in Mexico to abide by the result 
ef the elections. Finally, Huerta never has 
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presidential election’ on Oct. 2. 

If the government which such elections 
would establish is to b. denied recognition by 
the United States and other nations, Huerta 
may say, and this «ll along way have been 
in his mind, that there is no need to hold 
them. In this event he will continue in con- 
trol of the government 

Whatever administration may be created 
by the elections, It is apparent to the authori- 
tles here that Huer'a would le the real gov- 
ernment—in fact, the president has been ad- 
vised that Huerta was to be given the impor- 
tant portfolio of tmirster of gobernacion, 
which means control of the situation. 


Decive Assuming Dictatorship. 
Huerta assumed the power of dictator ina 
decree under the date of Oct. 10 in which he 
declares that until the people elect new 
magistrates who shall take over the legisia- 
tive powers and in the belief that the govern- 


ment should count on all the necessary facil- , 


ities to face the situation and to reéstablish 
the constitutional order of things in the 
shortest possible time, as is its purpose since 
Oct. 26, has been set as a date for election of 
deputies and senators. Victoriano Huerta, 
constitutional president ad interim, has seen 
at to decree these articles of decree: 

„ Articlle 1. The judicial power of the fed- 
eration shall continue in its functions within 
the limits set by the constitution of the re- 
public and the decree of the executive of Oct.

Earlier in the day Sefior Moheno announced 
that he would make known the contents of 
the American notes and Mexican reply 
tonight. It is not known what altered the de- 
cision of the Mexican officials,. but it is un- 
derstood that failure to make the notes pub- 
lic was due to the efforts of the American 
chargé. 

Nelson O’Shaughnessy, the chargé, appear- 
ing deeply concerned, made visits to the for- 
eign office and the president’s office, and for 
several hours this afternoon after the meet- 
ing of the cabinet the foreign minister, 
Sefior Moheno, locked himself in his offices 
and refused to recéive callers.

La Follette’ to Offer Bill. 

Senator La Follette of Wisconsin will offer 
his efficient seamen bill as a substitute for 
the Nelson bill. The La Follette bill passed 
the house last year as introduced by Repre- 
sentative ‘Alexander of Missouri. It has 
the indorsement of Andrew Feruseth, presi- 
dent of. the Seamen’s union; Secretary Wil- 
son of the department of labor, and Secre- 
tary Redfidid of the department of commerce. 
It is suggested in official circles that the 
lose of life on the Volturno was due to in- 
efficient handling of the life boats by the 
erew of the vessels; the same cause, com- 
bined with the inadequate number of life 
boats, caused the tremendous loss in the 
Titanic disaster..

‘stand the languagé used by the officers. The 
Nelson bin permits an interpreter to con- 
vey the orders.

From its beginning, where the dutbreak ‘of 


the fire which spelled the doom of the Volturno 


is recorded, the narrative runs without ap- 
parent omission of any salient. fact. except 
one to the point where the blazing ship was 
abandoned, the last remaining passenger 
taken off, and the captain and what was left 
of the crew boarded the waiting Kroonland. 

Capt. Inch, however, does not say’ what 
caused the fire, reporting simply that the 
chief officer advised him of its existence be- 
tow and saying that five minutes later the 
flames had burst through the forward hatches 
and were rapidly spreading. : 

From this point the report carries the story 
through the explosion’, the launching and 
smashing of lifeboats, and the arrival of the 
rescue craft. 


Text of Captain’s Narrative. 

Capt. Inch's narrative reads: 

At 6:50 a. m. Oct. 9, 1918, lat. 49.12 north, 
longitude 34.51, when the fire was reported in 
hold No. 1 by chief officer. At 6:55 a. m. 
flames were burning through No. 1 hatches, 
setting fire to the forecastle and all deck fit- 
tings. 

“I slowed the ship down and kept it before 
the wind to enable us to put the steam extine 
guishers in operation, also three fire hose 
from deck connections. The flames were 
gaining rapidly, reaching the height of the 
foremast light and imprisoning the watch 
below, who were burned to death in the fore- 
castle. 

“A series of explosions occurred, wrecking 
the saloon and hoapital amidships, the com- 
pass and steering gear being also damaged by 
the explosions. I gave orders to get help by 
wireless as soon as the flames burned the 
hatches. 

Has Boats Swung Out. 

“Tt seemingly being {mpossible to save the 
ship, I had boats provisioned and ewung out. 
The ship was rolling heavily. Boats Nos. 13 
and 6 were smashed, but No. 2 was lowered 
in the water with cabin passengers and stew 


After this boat left the ship it capsized, 
throwing the occupants into the water. It 
afterward righted itself and several of the 
crew got back into the boat, the chief officer 
being one of them. 

The No. 6 boat was lowered and got dway 
safely, filled with steerage passengere in 
charge of Fourth Officer Langsel. The No.7 
boat on being lowered was caught under the 
stern of the ship, the boat being completely 
wrecked. 

*“ Meanwhile the chief engineer, two sea- 
men, and myself fought the fire and appar- 
ently subdued the flames. I gave orders to 
serd no more boats away, as I had received 
word from the Carmania that it was hoping te 
be with us by 11a. m. Life belts were served 


out and put on each passenger. The passen- 


gers now became calmer. Food was served 
out to them. 


Bunkers Found 9e Be Blazing. 

„At 9.a. m. the bunker was found to be 
ablaze. It being impossible to stop the fre 
in the bunker on account of gases, the water 
tight doors were closed and wager poured 
down the No. 2 hatch onto the fire, but the 
fire was gaining all the time. 

“At 11 ‘a. m. the Carmania arrived and 
lowered a boat, cut could not reach the ship 
on account of high seas. Asked Carmania to 
look for the No. 2 boat. The steamship Seyd- 
Uta arrived and ‘lowered boats which could 
not reach us. About 3 p. m. the Carmania 
returned and tried to reach the ship with 
life rafts, but all drifted past our bow too 
far away. 

“Several steamers had arrived by dusk. 
The Kroonland put away boats which made 
four attempts to Tome alongside, but were 
swept away each time. 

“ At 9:30 p. m. the saloon and chart house 
were flaming. The deck, bridge, and all be- 
| fore the funnel were blazing fiercely. Pumps 
and dynamos stopped for want of steam.

RESCUED BABIES ARE HAPPY. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

HAVRE, Oct. 14.—A brighter side of the 
Volturno disastter was presented to the 
newspaper men when they boarded Le Tour- 
aine, arriving today. Something of the ghast- 
liness and grimness of death by fire and 
drowning was temporarily effaced by the 
emiles of little children—babies that had 
been rescued from the Volturno and tenderly 
mothered by the women of La Touraine's first 
cabin. 

There were ten of these children. Bight of 
them had been separated. from their mothers 
by the ¢ircumstances of the rescue or by 
death. But all were smiling and happy. 

‘When La Touraine’s lifeboats reached the 
stern of the Volturno on Friday morning 
women cried to the sailors to take the babies 
first. Mothers on the deck of the burning 
liner forgot their own danger in the intense 
desire to put their children in safety. So 
they reached the children down to La Tour- 
aine’s sailors and took their owm chance in 
the boats of other ships. 

One baby was naked when it was taken on 
board of the French liner. All were dirty. 
Their clothing was torn and grimy from 
smoke and coal dust. Some of them had 
been bruised and seratched. 

Around the gangway were the women of the 
French liner. They pushed the men out of 
the way and took charge of the babies. For 
the next few hours the first cabin of La 
Touraine was a nursery: 


Says Cigaret Caused Fire. 

‘The steamship Touraine arrived at Havre 
at 9 o'clock this morning, having on board 
forty-two survivors from the Volturno dis- 
aster. Three are members of the crew and 
thirty-nine are steerage passengers, includ- 
ing ten children and several women. They 
are mostly Russians and Balkan Slavs. 

The steerage passengers, said Friedrich 
Badke, a German Jew, who was among 
them, were lodged forward and aft. It was 
the Russians in the forward part of the ship 
who caused the fire. Smoking in the cabins 
was not allowed under a penalty of $5, but 
some of the Russians persisted in violating 
the rule. On the morning of the fire a Rus- 
sian, seeing a steward approaching, threw a 
lighted cigaret behind a pile of luggage 
wrapped in shawls. 

“I saw smoke issuing from the cabin. I 
ran to the deck and tried to tell the captain 
in German and Yiddish, but could not make 
him understand, Finally he sent a man to 
investigate. This man found the fire under 
way and gave 4 ape ee alarm.“ 


TELLS RAPPAHANNOCE’S PART. 

HALIFAX, N. S., Oct. 14.—Capt. Harneden 
of the liner Rappahannock, which arrived 
here tonight, told of his part in the rescue 
of fifteen women and four children, the first 
to be taken from the flame swept steamer 
Volturno. 

The captain explained that with the heavy 
wind and rough seas some delicate maneu- 
vering was required in a fleet of eleven ships. 

The arrival of the oil tank Narragansett 
and the pouring of her cargo of oil on the 
‘water materially aided in the work of rescue. 
It was stated, however, that more than half 
of. the people were rescued before the ar- 


rival of the tank steamer. 


DENIES REPORTS OF PLOT.

RESCUERS SAVE 512 MEN.

to Despair of Saving Re- 
~. maining Victims. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 


‘GARDIFF/ Wales, Oct. 14.—Four hundred 


and twenty-three Welsh coal miners are be- 
lieved to have lost their lives from fire and 
afterdamp in the Universal colliery at Seng- 
henydd today. 

Nine hundred and thirty-five men went 


down in the pit this morning before the first 


explosion shattered the works. Of this num- 


ber successive parties of resouers sent up 


512 men alive and twenty-eight bodies. 


Late tonight rescuing parties found twenty- 


three men alive and brought them to the foot 
of the shaft. Doctors descended the shaft, 
taking oxygen cylinders with them. 

This leaves 305 men cooped in by fire with 
small chance of reaching them. 

The most experienced man in mining acci- 
dents said late tonight that there was little 
hope of saving the 395 men still unaccounted 
for, who are isolated by fire. If this despair- 
ing view is verified it will be the biggest hu- 
man sacrifice in British mining annals. 


Bring Fire Under Control. 

Efforts to quench: the fire have been only 
partly successful and it is still burning. An 

notice issued at 11:30 tonight says: 

The fire is well in hand, but it is not yet 
safe to explore the workings. It is certain 
that Re spore: bodies en Sp: te- 
night.“ 

Numbers of men who were wetting in 
distant galleries were not aware of the fact 
that there had been an explosion until their 
comrades shouted warnings to them. All of 
these men were quickly raised to the pit 
head and came out smiling. They were 
seized and hugged by their wives, sweet- 
hearts, and children, who had rushed to the 
mine on the first report of the explosion. 

They were quickly followed by the night 
shift, who came running up to the pit head 
to assist the work of rescue. The first in- 


jured to be brought up were placed on a 


special train and rushed to Cardiff. 


Neighboring Mines Send Help. 

Telephone calls for help were sent to all 
the neighboring colleries and they answered 
promptly by sending gangs of trained rescue 
brigades, which were sent to the pit by spe- 
cial trains and by automobiles. 

Soon scores of the ablest and most experi- 
enced miners in South Wales were assembled 
and ready for anything, but 600 yards be- 
low the ground fire barred their way and 
volumes of pungent smoke made it impos- 
sible for, any efforts at rescue except by 
those wearing oxygen helmets. . 

Even the latter, although they were not 
affected by the smoke were unable to enduxve 
the intense heat except for brief periods, 
and although they were relieved in relays 
again and again all day they finally reluc- 
tantly acknowledge that their buried eom- 
rades could. not be reached until the fire had 
been quenched. 

Immense crowds watched the werk of res- 
cue all day today and there were 40,000 people 
around the pit head tonight. 

Eighty-one miners were killed by an explo- 
sion in the Universal twelve years ago. 


FIRST VESSELS PASS LOCKS. 
OF CANAL ON THE PACIFIC SIDE. 


Three Lighters and Three Tugs Enter, 
to Be Followed by Four Dredges 
for Culebra Out,

PANAMA, Oct. 14-—The first vessels to 
pass through the Pacific locks of the Mira- 
flores portion of the Panama canal were 
lifted into the Pacific entrance this after- 
noon. They consisted of three lighters and 
three tugs, which will be used in the Culebra 
cut when the water is deeper. 

In a few days the vessels that were lifted 
in today will be followed by two twenty inch 
suction dredges, the ladder dredge Corozal, 
and an old French ladder dredge.. 

These dredges will carry on the work of 
excavation of the south end of the great 
slide at Cucuracha, which blocks the canal for 
a depth of twenty-five feet at the summit 
of the continental divide.

Lawyer Come Near Blows 
at Railway Hearing. 


OVER ELGIN-AURORA LINE 


Epithets and Reflections on the 
Venaeity of Each Enliven 
Proceedings. 


Former United States Senator Albert J. 
Hopkins and John Maynard Harlan yester- 
day engaged in a verbal battle in which the 
ordinary rules of legal decorum were 
stretched to the limit. 

The twe lawyers paid their respects to 
each other in terms that all but included the 
“ short and ugly word. The contest lasted 
more than an hour and several times threat- 
ened to end in an exchange of fistic compli- 
ments. It took place at a hearing before the 
Illinois railroad and warehouse commission- 
ers. in the Insurance Exchange building. 

The hearing was held on a complaint filed 
by Mr. Harlan against the Aurora, Elgin and 
Chicago electric road. Mr. Hopkins repre- 
sented the railroad. 

The complaint against the road was that 
its cars were dirty; its equipment antiquated 
and inadequate, and its roadbed unsafe, ~ 


Question Motive of Harlan. 

Mr, Hopkins accused Mr. Harlan of trump- 
ing up the charges against the line for « 
big fee either in pocket or in prospect.“ 

To this Mr. Harlan retorted that he -rep-

“If you were an honest man you would 
not indulge in such statements,” retorted 
Mr. Hopkins. There is not a single par- 
ticle of water in the road. If Mr. Harlan 
stood as well in Chicago as President Wolf 
does in Cleveland he would be happier than 
he is now.”

At this Mr. Harlan jumped to his feet 
and shook his fist.

PROSECUTORS OF BEILIS CLOSE. 

KIEFF, Russia, Oct. 14.—At the conclusion 
of the trial of Mendel Beilis today for the 
alleged murder of the Andrew Yushinsky, 
the prosecution concentrated its efforts on 
an endeavor to prove that the Jews prac- 
ticed ritual murder on Christians, by the 
testimony of the Archimandrite, Autonomius. 
He is of Jewish descent, but was baptized 
when 10 years of age. He resides at Kiev 
monastery, but was formerly attached to the 
monastery at Saralov.. 

The Archimandrite carried two documents 
relating to ritual murders in the eighteenth 
century, and asked that they be incorporated 
in the records of the trial. This request was 
refused. 

Replying to questions, Autonomtus declared 
that he knew of cases. where Christian chil- 
dren had been tortured by Jews,

It one really wants to grow enthustastic 
about the American oyster, one must go to 
England to hear about it. We eat them, and 
say little, but the English talk in as friendly a 
way about this bivalve as about their most in- 
timate friend. Edward Spencer says: 

“Oyster stew is thoroughly understood in 
New York City. On this side, the dish does not 
meet with any particular favor, although no 
supper table is. properly furnished without it.” 

Frank Schloesser, in “The Greedy Book,” 
gives a most entertaining chapter to the oyster. 
The reading of that chapter will enlighten any 
one who would like to enjoy his oyster more. 
The author quotes some most entertaining 
things that have been said about our oyster, 
claims that we have an oyster cult, and cites 
manifold ways of preparing and serving this 

The following statement we can take as we 
please, but we can find support for all the as- 
sertions made by Mr. Schloesser in quite au- 
thoritative books: 

“A book might be written on the pros and 
cons of cooking an oyster at all, and opinions 
as to its legitimacy differ. Be that as 
it may, the Americans certainly owe much of 
their nerve strength, hustlesomeness, and vigor 
to their enormous oyster consumption. It is an 
ideal food to replace and restore nerve power, 
It is hardly too much to say that the oyster is 
the foundation of America’s commercial suc- 


cess. 


| Economical Jouschecpins 


A great number of foreign cook books have 
recipes telling the way—all are different—of 
cooking the American oyster. Some of these 
recipes were taken to Europe with American ice 
at the time of the Crimean war (1855). The 
most famous cook of the day in England went 
to the scene of warfare, and worked with Flor- 
ence Nightingale to improve the lot of the sol- 
diers and the men in the hospitals. After the 
war was over he wrote a history of his expe- 
riences, adding recipes, and told how he came 
near failure in giving a party of his own, be- 
cause he thought he should not be able to t 
American ice. Here are the recipes, undoubt- 
edly given him by American ice merchants: 


(“OYSTERS SERVED’ AMERICAN FASHION 
+~-Take a dozen large oysters in their liquor; 
ring them to a boil; add salt, pepper, and a 
piece of butter about the size of a nutmeg, and 
half a teaspoon of chopped chervil (substitute 
parsiey), and serve with cracker biscuits. 

“FRIED OYSTERS, NEW YORK WAT 
Take twelve large oysters; dip them in Indian 
meal, and throw them into hot fat immediately, 
as you would fried fish. Serve as soon as 
browned, 

“OYSTER SOUP, NEW YORK WAY—(For a 
party of five persons)—Take fifty oysters and 
the liquor; place them in a pan with salt, 
cayenne pepper and a teaspoonful of chopped 
chervil; when boiling, add a thickening of five 
yolks of eggs with a piece of butter the size of 
an egg, and serve. Should the oysters not give 
liquor sufficient, add water if necessary. One- 
fourth of this quantity may, of course, be

B. B. Johnson, president of the American

Mem- 
bers of the commission practically have 
agreed to the insertion in the uniform players' 
contracts of the major leagues for 1014 of a 
clause which will prohibit players from writ- 
ing or pretending to write articles for the 
newspapers. ' 

These were the two items of news brought 
back from the world’s series by Mr. Johnson, 
whe stayed in New York until Monday to at- 
tend a meeting of the national commission. 

So far as known Tue TRIBUNE is the only 
newspaper in the country which: came out 
boldly with the announcement that all stories 
of the world and gity series would be written 
by members of its own staff and that its read- 
ers would not be subjected to the fraud of 
signed stories by players who did not write 
them. This announcement was made in ad- 
vance of the commission’s edict against 


player-seribes.“ 
Promise to Give Up Writing. 

While the commiesion had intended to stop 
the player writing in the 1913 series, it found 
that several players had contracts with syn- 
dicates for the use of their names which ante- 
dated the commission's order. These players 
were allowed to fulfill their contracts. In. 
most instances they volunteered the informe- 
tion that the stories would be their swan 
songs as alleged writers. The commission 
was surprised te find that most of the players 
profiting from the practice were opposed to it 
at heart. In several instances the articles 
were an accommodation to some newspaper 
friend who hoped to profit by their sale. 

The articles written by R. W. Lardner in 
the Wake of the News column, presenting 
stories as they might appear if actually writ- 
ten by the players, were copied and discussed 
widely in the east and threw a blanket of rid!- 
cule on the whole player-writer farce.
